As the cauſes why the Proteſters could not heare in the 


publike Aſeemblies of the Church of England, and ſo 


joyn in worſhip with that Miniſtry. 
Hereas in the ſecond Arricle of the Solemn League and Covenant, taken by 
us for theglory of GOD, and the advancement of the Kingdom of our 
LORD & SAV IOVR JESV S CHRIS T,and other the godly Ends there- 
inexprefſed ; We find that we (wear, That we hall Without reſpelt of perſons, 


endeavour the extirpation of Popery, Prelacy ; that is, Church-government by Arch-Biſhops, 
Biſhops, their Chancellogrs, Commiſſarie:,Deans, Deans and ( hapters, Arch-Deacons, and all d- 
ther Eccleſuafticall Officers depending on that Hierarchy; 

We hold our ſelves dennies declare, and proteſt, unto the Whole World, That wee darenoe 
longer joyn unto,and communicate with, ( but doe renounce and abhor ) the Miniſtry of the 
Church of £nglaxnd as it remains yer eſtabliſhed,and named Parſons,Vicars,and Curates, 

As being Antichriſtianand in their Ordination depending upon the Hierarchy, having taken 
prieſt bod one of the Orders thereof, and having becn ordained by Biſhops, ag they were Bi- 
ſhops,by their apiſh mockery of Chriſt, as it were A them the Holy Ghoſt. And by 
their Oath of Canonicall obedience;ſercing up Biſhops above C HR I S T,who hath declared 
the Canons of his Church, unalterablyin his Word : Yct by that Oath they ſtand bound to 0- 
bey all Canons now made, or hereafter to be made. 

As maintaining in their former praRtice,an Idolactrous will-worſhip of the Service and Ce- 
remonies,dire&ly contrary to the hberty purchaſed by che bloud of Chriſt, and many f em
